Govt. Decides 
Not To Enforce 
Alberta Codes 


Laat Thureday afternoon Premier 
Aberhart told the delegates to the 
provincial Social Credit convention 
at Edmonton that the government 
had decided not to enforce the small- 
er and industrial codes, 

He stated, however, that the 
master code which had been drafted 
and proclaimed by the government, 
would continue in operation 

The premier’s announcement of 
the decision came as a shock to the 
assembly of delegates, and as it was 
made just at the evening adjourn- 
ment hour. little opportunity was 
offered for discussion. 

Che statement came while a reso- 
lution, asking the government to 
refuse to countenance any altempt 
to adopt a closed shop policy with 
regard to any particular trade or 
industry, was under discussion. 

The resolution was tabled without 
further discussion, 

The government's decision not to 
enforce the codes wae said to have 
been arrived at for two reasons 
Firetly because the codes were believ- 
ed to be no longer a part of a social 
credit plan, and secondly because of

the Heller case at Edmonton. 

The prosecution against W. H.

of curriculum, was recognition of 
the increased importance of an ade- 
quate mastery of the skills. Alsoa 
fine degree of flexibility has been 
attained, so that it is possible for 
the teacher to follow a conventional 
subject-matter trail with orderly for- 
mal lessons, correlations and integra- 
Thus, the aims of our ‘new 
education” are: 

A brave attempt is made to do 
away with the mechanism of teach- 
ing. There has been a tendency to 
drift to excessive drill and exercise. 
The child will be given a desire, an 
objective to learn what beforehand 
was some un-related idea which 
necessitated the drill. Thus trying 
to overcome the mechanism of teach- 
ing and formalities, the domination 
of the teacher will be done away 
with. Our recent educational sys- 
tem did not give the child an oppor- 
tunity to cultivate initiative, origin- 
ality or individuality, as there was 
an imposition of the teacher's ways 
and manners. The teacher will now 
be a guide or close supervisor, while 
the child will be given an opportun- 
ity to think, consider and experiment 
for himself. 

It is hoped that through the child's 
experimentations he will develop 
and cultivate his own talent or tal- 
ents, which beforehand maybe have 
lain dormant, due to lack of oppor- 
tunity to apply himself. The edu- 
cational system prescribed before 
did not allow such freedom and 
activity to reveal hidden treasures. 

The child will be given a goal to 
reach, and ideas will come to him, 
as ‘“‘learning is an active process.” 
The more you use ideas-—the faster 
they will come, 

Our education now seems more 
natural, the recent system having 
been too artificial. A child learns 
more quickly out of school than in 
school, Until recently ideas have 
been thrust upon the child. Is there 
not a method by which his individual- 
ity could be tapped, giving us the 
logical but more _ psycolological 
method? This is one of the chief 
objectives of Enterprise Education, 
The ideas will not be thrust upon 
him, but a more natural procedure 
willbe used. He will not be told he 
“thas” to learn something, as there 
will be a motivation giving him a 
‘*desire” to learn, 

More activity and enthusiasm will 
be sought. The child will think 
work over and experiment with his 
own ideas. Therefore he will find 
his own errors, be more proud of 
any small achievement of his own, 
because of its originality. 

We have made the mistake of 
allowing our mind and hand to work 
separately. ‘‘Mind cannot con- 
tribute without the hand in co- 
operation.’ Man is what he ts 
by virtue of his reason, also by the 
use of his hand. Constructiveness 
and Manipulation will therefore be 
products of our new educational 
system.

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istry. Another son, Dr. C. W. 
Saunders (now Sir Charles), was a 
Scientist, an instructor of music and 
voice culture, and a masterly player 
on the flute. 

Out of the genius contained in 
these remarkable personalities eame 
Maruqis wheat whioh, during the 
past twenty-five years, has been 
seeded on a larger acreage than 
any other Spring wheat variety 
known 

Dr, Willtam conceived the need 
for an earlier variety than Red Fife. 
He imported breeding stocks from 


many parts of the world. Dr. Percy, 
in 1892, made the crosses of Red 
Fife and Hard Red Calcutta, and 
Dr. Charles, in 1904, made the final 
selections which resulted in Marquis. 

Dr. L. H, Newman, in 1912, select- 
ed for Dr. Seager Wheeler at Ros- 
thern, Sask., an improved Marquis 
head which, multiplied under Seager 
Wheeler's skillful eyes and hands, 
became the famous 10-B strain, from 
which springs probably 90% of all 
Registered Marquis. 

Marquis once occupied about 90% 
of the wheat acreage of Western 
Canada. Today it still occupies 
nearly 60%, It is still the ‘King 
of Wheats,” and should be seeded 
in preference to any other variety 
wherever it gives satisfactory re- 
turns, 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Britain contemplates 
bnilding up reserve wheat stocks; 
U.S. farm stocks of wheat and corn 
on January 1st smallest in eleven 
years; German government demands 
increased grain deliveries and pro- 
hibits wheat and rye feeding to live- 
stock; Italy Greece, Holland, Bel- 
gium and Germany have bought 
large quantities Argentina wheat. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price: Clear weather in Ar- 
gentina favors movement of small 
grains and promotes growth of corn; 
Australian weather favors crop 
movement; Plan under consideration 
to increase British-grown wheat; 
Large Argentine shipments ensure 
English millers of sufficient wheat 
for considerable period.

Says Sir Chas. Gordon 


BANK OF MONTREAL MEETING 


Strong expressions of confidence in 
the outlook in Canada were the key- 
note of the proceedings at the annual 
meeting of the shareholders of the 
Bank of Montreal, held recently at 
the head office of the Bank in Mont- 
real. The meeting was also informed 
that the bank is in an extremely 
strong position, and that deposits had 


been further protected by another 
substantial addition to the reserve 
account. 


Sir Charles Gordon, president in his 
address named as the five funda- 
mental features outstanding in Can- 
ada’s progress during the past year: 
the recovery in agriculture, the extra- 
ordinary activity in mining, the all- 
time record in newsprint production, 
the gratifying increase in the tourist 
trade, and the striking expansion in 
our export trade 

He dwelt particularly on the min- 
ing industry which, according to a re 
cent survey by the bank, would seem 
to be “the greatest contributor to the 
federal income tax.” 

Better Things Ahead for Canada 

He had a word of warning re- 
garding provincial legislation in re- 
lation to debts, saying in respect to 
talk of repudiation that he could 
not see how this line of thought 
could be pursued without the credit 
of the whole Dominion coming into 
disrepute, 

Sir Charles closed his remarks on 
an optimistic note, saying: “We still 
have problems to face but, as regards 
these problems I stand squarely on 
the opposite side of the fence from 
the pessimists and I believe that, with 
the experience gained in the past 
few years, we in Canada will 
steadily work our way toward bet- 
ter things.” 

Bank’s Position Extremely Strong 

Presenting the 119th annual bal- 
ance sheet of the Bank, W. A. Bog, 
on behalf of himself and Jackson 
Dodds, his fellow general manager, 


drew attention to the fact that the 
total assets of the bank had _ in- 
creased from $792,800,000 a year 
ago to $805,100,000 at the present 


time, and pointed out that the ex- 
tremely strong position of the bank 
was reflected in quick assets total- 
ling $606,500,000, representing 83.27 
of all liabilities to the public. In 
informing the meeting of the trans- 
fer of $1,000,000 to reserve ac- 


,count, bringing this up to $39,000,-

compelled the banks to take the 
step.
